In Doctor's Yard 


Washington Man 
Fatally Stricken 


A man arriving in Menlo Park 
only that morning collapsed in the 
front yard of Dr. Ruth Smith’s of- 
fice at 1231 Hoover St. and died a 
few minutes later at Palo Alto hos- 
pital Friday afternoon. 


He was Daniel J. Redmond of 
Southgate, Wash., who was visiting 
his daughter, Mrs. Dee B. McKin- 
ney, 1259 Hoover Street. He had 
had three or four strokes previously, 
and apparently was walking past 
the doctor’s office when he became 
suddenly ill. Seeing her sign, he is 
believed to have started toward the 
door but fell across the walk. Dr. 
Smith called an ambulance and he 
was taken to the hospital. 

A native of Canada, he was 58 
and a retired policeman. He left, 
besides his daughter here, two other 
daughters,Mrs. Peggy Everett of 
Southgate and Mrs. Neil Breen of 
Spokane. 

Funeral services were held Mon- 
cay in Palo Alto, with interment at 
Alta Mesa Park. 


Firemen’s Show 
To Be Tonight 


Menlo Park Fire Department’s fire 
fighting demonstration, washed out 
by rain last week, will be held to- 
night instead, Fire Marshal E. J.

The complete show planned for 
last Friday will be put on, and will 
include tower drills, lifesaving res- 
cue techniques, the use of gas 
masks, and the extinguishing of oil 
fires with “fog.” 


Two hundred people were turned 
away last week when they came to 
see the show in spite of the weather, 
before firemen decided to put on a 
partial demonstration anyway. Five 
hundred persons witnessed it, part 
of them crowded into the fire house 
out of the drizzling rain. 

Wickstrom encouraged children to 
come tonight and bring their par- 
ents. The show will start at 7:30 
sharp. 

In case of rain today, the demon- 
stration will not be held.

‘ORDINANCE 


BEING DRAWN 


An ordinance providing a city 


‘manager for Menio Park is being 


drawn up by the city attorney, 
James O'Keefe, Jr., and will-be con- 
sidered by the city council at its 
next meeting. 

The council went on record Tues- 
day evening as favoring the plan, 
«und asked O'Keefe to draw up a 
proposed ordinance. Under a brand 
new state law, councils may hire a 
city manager by adoption of an or- 
dinance. 

Councilman Vernon Barker ques- 
tioned that one man could handle 
all the work contemplated, but was 
sure that the city would save money 
just by having the city manager 
available to handle business during 
regular hours. 


“He could assure taxpayers of 
more value per dollar by being on 
the job daily and by efficiently 
handling city funds,” Barker ex- 
plained. 

Councilman Robert Rhodes be- 
lieves a city manager is indicated if 
the city can find the right man, es- 
pecially if Menlo Park obtains Dib- 
ble property. He pointed out that 
the council is interested in hiring 
someone to perform functions al- 
ready being done, not to set up a 
bureaucracy with a desk executive. 

Other councilmen expressed 
agreement. 


The city manager probably would 
handle building inspection a nd 
street superintendent duties as well 
as exercise supervision over all city 
departments. It is expected that his 
salary would be no more than that

A mysterious accident, in which 
even the victim could not tell what 
happened, was reported to Menlo 
Park police Saturday. 


Mary Anna Olmstead, student liv- 
ing at Stanford Village, was found 
in her room ill and covered with 
mud. She was taken to Palo Alto 
Hospital, where her injuries were 
found to be minor. 

She remembered leaving the Vil- 
lage for Menlo Park on her bicycle, 


but could recall nothing else until 
she was found in her room. 


Police figured she took a spill on 
‘her bicycle and hit her head against 
|some solid object. After investiga- 
tion, they discounted the possibility 
that she had had a collision with 
an automobile, because her bicycle 
was not damaged. 


Apparently the supposed fall 
caused her to suffer a temporary 
case of amnesia and she rode back 
to her room before coming out ofit. 
She started to undress and then cal- 
led for help. Other girls found her 
slumped across the bed and the 
room®was littered with mud. 


The hospital reported her con- 
dition as “good.”

Rains Fall Again, Delaying Street Work, 
Laying of Base Rock for Winter Rushed 


Rain once more descended upon Menlo Park and Ather- 
ton Thursday morning, creating gooey conditions on streets 
under construction in the center of Menlo Park. 


Half an inch of rain had fallen before 11 a.m. yesterday, 


making a total of 1.79 for the 


season. 


Conditions on the improvement Projects were even worse 
than after last week’s rain because Oak Grove avenue had 


been torn up from University 


Drive to Crane street and no 


rock had been laid on any of the streets. 


Clive Armitage, member of City Engineer Ed Smith's staff, 
said the grading of streets and laying of rock was being rushed, 


Smith Blames 
Other Agencies, 
Asks Extension 


“We're just as anxious—or more 
so—than you are to complete the 
(Santa Cruz avenue and Menlo ave- 
nue-University Drive Improvement) 
jobs,” L. S. Smith, contractor, told 
the city council Tuesday night. He 
explained that he bid on the pro- 
jects as dry jobs, and rainy weather 
delays construction, increasing ex- 
penses. 


The contractor was invited to the 
council meeting to explain why the 
projects have been delayed. 


Smith blamed other agencies for 


has been held up 34 days through 
no fault of his own. 


“In fact, I go on record asking for 
that much extension,” he said. Ac- 
cording to his contratt with the 
city, the Santa Cruz Avenue Pro- 
ject must be completed within 180 
days unless an extension is granted. 


He pointed out that his part of 
the work was scheduled to start 
July 7, but that the Menlo Park 
Sanitary District let a Santa Cruz 
avenue sewer line contract on June 
23, a job that was not completed un- 
til July 31. 


The Pacific Gas and Electric Co. 
has not moved poles and is only now 
installing new gas lines. The Cal- 
ifornia Water Service Co. has not 
completed its job of replacing water 
pipes and relocating fire hydrants. 
Installation of street lights is still 
underway. Only recently acquisi- 
tion of land by the city was fin- 
ished and buildings were moved. 


He also remarked that under- 
ground work takes the longest time, 
but is forgotten because it is cav- 
ered up again. 

“We're just about ready to get 
down to the actual work of paving,” 
Smith commented, “and we hope 
there are no more obstacles.” 

Tressed by Councilman Vernon 
Barker to name a finishing date, 
Smith claimed it depends upon the 
weather, but said he thought the 
job could be done by January 1 if 
good weather holds out. 

The contractor contended that he 
has public welfare in mind and 
planned to do all he could to help 
people get to and from their homes. 
If he opened up the whoie job, he 
said, another early rain like last 
‘Thursday’s might cause a lot of 
trouble. That's why he has been 
keeping the old pavements intact as 
long as possible. 

Councilmen were told by City En- 
gineer Ed Smith that he has been 
contacting the PG & E regularly 
end has been promised the power 
poles will be moved. 

At the suggestion of Steve Butler, 
from the audience, the council de- 
cided to write to the PG & E, ask- 
ing for action. 

The city engineer commented that 
demand for construction work is 
high at the present time, causing 
contractors and sub-contractors to 
be pushed. He also remarked that 
California Water Service Co. has 
done wonders in installing practical- 
ly a new water system in the area 
within a short time. He marvelled 
at its ability to obtain pipe, which 
is still scarce. 

Sidewalks are virtually completed 
except on Santa Cruz avenue. One 
more trench—that for the conduits 


eso that the streets would be pass- 


able this winter. He said, “We will 
be lucky if we get the rock down,” 
and that surfacing of the job prob- 
ably will be impossible until spring. 

John Moe’s Menlo Body and Fen- 
der Shop reported towing one car 
out of the mud Thursday morning 
on Oak Grove avenue near the rail- 
road tracks, not on the site of the 
improvement projects. 


The rains which descended upon 
Menlo Park and Atherton last 


Thursday night did the street im-° 


provement jobs in downtown Menlo 
Park no harm, but caused plenty of 
trouble for motorists. 


Up to 50 cars bogged down in mud 
on Santa Cruz avenue, Oak Grove 
avenue, and side streets. Residents 
couldn’t get in or out of their drive- 
ways. 

It all happened because shoulders 
along the streets had been dug up in 
preparation for paving and other 
improvements. Trenches for pipe 
lines had been filled in again and a 
crust of dirt, packed down on the

Rural-Type Areas 


Floyd Lowe is conducting his pri- 
vate poll on incorporation of the 
Ravenswood School District with 
Menlo Park partly because he wants 
Menlo Oaks kept a rural-type area, 
he told members of the Belle Haven 
Improvement Association last 
Thursday night. 


The Palo Alto-Atherton-Menlo 
Park realtor has a five-acre tract in 
Menlo Oaks that he wants to sub- 
divide, and the county requires in- 
Stallation of curbs and gutters in all 
subdivisions, he explained. 

The city of Menlo Park, on the 
other hand, allows subdivisions 
without curbs and gutters if so de- 
sired, believing that their absence 
lends to a rural-type atmosphere. 

That was why, Lowe said, he ask- 
ed for annexation of Stanford Gar- 
dens two years ago. In the Willow 
tract at Middlefield Road and Wil- 
low Road, he had to put in curbs 
and gutters. 


He is conducting the poll for oth- 
er reasons, too, he added—as a ser- 
Mice to his many clients in the Rav- 
enswood district and for advertising 
purposes. 

Lowe, who was asked to report his 
findings in first returns from the 
poll, was not a scheduled speaker. 
He reported that, although the ma- 
jority of the district opposed incor- 
poration with Menlo Park, 80 per 
cent of the residents of Belle Hav- 
en and Men!o Oaks who answered 
the questionnaires favored annexa- 
tion.

Our Civilization 


Can Fall Like Others Once Did 


There is just as much likelihood 
of this civilization disappearing as 
those o fthe Incas and the Egyp- 
tians, due to the inauguration of 
atomic warfare, said Dr. James T. 
Watkins, who spoke to the Rotarians 
on Wednesday on the subject of 
“U. S. History in the Present Cris- 
is.” 

Dr. Watkins is a member of the 
Political Science Department of 
Stanford. He was introduced to the 
luncheon meeting by John Russell. 

The speaker said it was of the 
gravest importance that we throw 
all our energy and all our resources 
into the United Nations, as the Un- 
ited Nations is our only hope for a 
solution to our difficulties. The 
seeds of decay are already within 
us, said Watkins. We cannot pos- 
sibly emerge from a Third World 
War.

Russia—Russia is weak, with the 


need of ten years to regain her 
strength. Within this ten years 
America must make world peace so 
attractive, he said, that war will 
have no chance. 

The United States came out of 
the two wars with the power and 
the glory—but without accepting the 
responsibility that the winner must 
assume, said Dr. Watkins, and now 
we must accept that responsibility if 
our civilization is to continue. 

At the Rotarian luncheon meet- 
ing of last week Ray Snow intro- 
duced Larry Johnston as speaker 
for the day. Larry surprised his 
audience by telling of his “life in 
prison.” Johnston’s father was 
Warden at Alcatraz when Larry was 
eleven. 


His reminisences included “inter- 
views” with some pretty hardened 
criminals—the only type sent to the 
island. These are not “sentenced” 
to Alcatraz, said Johnston, but sent 
there by the Federal Courts.

Has Stanford spoilec us with her many ‘’free’’ cultural eve- 
nings? I!s it that only a name already internationally famous 
can draw a paying crowd? Is piano no longer ‘‘popular’”’ with 
the young? Wess the $1.00 price of student tickets too high 
for young people who spend almost this much every time they 
go to the movies? 

The question must be a serious one to the Friends of Music 
at Stanford who joined with the Committee on Public Exercises 
to present a magnificent artist in a satisfying program—to a 
pitifuliy sma!l house. We certainly hope their Chamber Music 
Series, beginning next Friday, will be better attended. Their 
efforts deserve the gratitude of the community. 


P.T.A. On U.M.T. 


It takes the approval of thirty or more State Parent-Teacher 
Associations betore a sroposal can become a part of the legis- 
lative program of the National Congress of Parents and Teach- 
ers. 

The California state congress has (to date) no policy con- 
cerning the question of Universal Military Training. With the 
intention of forniing its policy the state organization is submit- 
ting a ballot to the members of all local Parent-Teacher Associ- 
ations. 

This ballot can easily be confusing, since it does not ask for 
approving or disapproving vote on Universal Military Training, 
but for the approval or disapproval of a ‘’Statement on National 
Defense’ adopted (last June) by the Board of Managers of the 
National Congress of Parents and Teachers. 

This statement (on which all local P.T.A. members in Menlo 
were asked to vote fast week) is worthy of your reading. It fol- 
lows: F 

“We believe that in this period of international tension, as 
we work diligently for permanent peace, our nation should 
maintain a military force capable of going into action in 
defense of the nation or in fulfillment of our international 
commitments We urge a broad program of scientific de- 
velopment and technological application, a coordinated 
intelligence service, a strong, up-to-the-minute air force, 
a strong navy. and an adequate army composed of thor- 
oughly trained, fully equipped men. 
“We urge these rather than a universal military training, 
which could do no more than produce an unmobilized 
mass of half-trained boys. We consider a program of uni- 
versal military training to be unjustifiable for purely edu- 
cational purposes, an obstacle to world understanding and 
world peace, and an inadequate provision for defending 
the nation under conditions of modern warfare.” 

The majority of PTA members, the land over, are women— 
mothers and teachers. And women hate war with frenzy. No 
rationalization of its ‘ necessity’’ can silence in a woman’s 
heart the conviction if its futility. 


Mothers and teachers can think of a more constructive use 
for money than military training. They visualize the improve- 
ment in health, morals and general education that this money 
could accomplish with an intelligent over-all plan that would 
affect every child in the nation. 

Yet !f nationwide preparedness of a military nature could 
insure the prevention of war, what woman would not favor such 
a plan? But in the feminine mind persists the thought that 
such training would be an “‘inadequate provision for defending 
the nation under conditions of modern warfare.” If another 
war must come it will surely call for methods that involve more 
science (with its new mechanisms) rather than more fighting 
men. 

Our sympathetic understanding is with the young mother at 
the P.T.A. meeting in Menlo who said she wanted “to talk it 
over with her husband” before casting her vote. 


Teach Youth To Drive 


One out of three student deaths is now said to be caused by 
accidents. Accidents do not ‘‘just happen”; they are caused. 

More than a million boys and girls each year apply for their 
first driver's license. According to the National Safety Coun- 
cil statistics (just released) the 15 to 24-year-old age group 
has an alarming traffic death rate. 

Teen-age drivers lack the fears of a normal adult, but they 
do not lack the sort of self assurance that frequently accom- 
panies both ignorance and inexperience. We love them for 
this, but we want to keep them alive. 

A relatively small number of new drivers have been “taught”’ 
to drive by a qualified instructor. They “just learn’’ by going 
along in the family car, or with a bunch of other fellows who 
learned in the same way. If there were a means of establish- 
ing careful driving habits when these young people first began 
to drive, bad habits would not have to be “‘corrected’’—they 


would be prevented. This step has been taken in a large num- 
ber of high schools.
